OnCO S year tbe paid 
oflSoers of tho colony go in and divide 
the 'Loaves and.Fisboa/ and taunt- 
ingly shake tho empty bag in the lace 
of the peopld If anything wore 
needed to convince tho oojoniBta of Ihe 
seceBsity^foe^-'ooDBtitutiooal^ changes 
aarely tbe voting of tbe snppUes ' will 
have cari;ied conviction to tbe heart of 
every thinking person. Not that there 
was anything absoluloly now or unusu- 
ally impresalvo about tills year's bur- 
lesque. But, BOtnehow, there was more 
expected frofea tbe'preiiept stage'manoger. 
It was Bopposed'ibAt,' iieiDg a naau ot 
talent and energy, bo would have pxlii- 
biied somo practical improvement in 
the play. To drop the figurative form 
of oxpreesiou, wo cuunot help tbinkinfi;

To 
aiiempt to eliuiioate items of seeming 
Bupeifluity or extravagance is to be 
cotupleiely overwhelmed, to bo put hors 
de coj/iiiff, by, ^a. perfect deloge of pa- 
thetic eloquence J directed to showing 
tbe enormous enaoDnt of work perform* 
ed in every depurimeut, and ibo mar- 
velous ability of each and every worker; 
and tba8,,tlie :n)em.b.p^ wbo .,ha9 
ooQiage to make the attetapt resames 
his B-iai in a condition of bowilduicd 
doubt as to whether or not the whole 
thing is a dream. It is do more than 
jiiHl — and wo desiro to be just — to say 
that the rcotine work in the poblio do- 
pariments is very largely and needless-' 
ly increased by the cumbrous syxtem of 

• redhiapo' iiupoHid upon the colony by 
the great 'circuijilocuiion office' in 
Dowiiing-struet. According to that 
lysiem all '.ho aOOOUntB must be kept 
in triplicate, and it 'is asserted that this 
entails about double work, uece.saitating 
nearly double the staff" of cU-rks that 
■would oiberaiso be required. And 
here one.ls led to u.sk, what right buve 
tbe Imperial auihoritieR to impose such 

• oombrous aod,ezpeu|i?.ei.8ys.iem.'iUpon 
a oo|ooy.^EO ntteViy unable to bear It ? 
.Bspeciaijpare ia taken that tho colonists 
•re made to pay every farthing of tho 
expense; yet they aro not only denied 
all control in the levying and expondi- 
iare of taxes, but they are compelled 
to bave tbe affairs ot the colony con- 
ducted in iripKoate fo'rtb', chiefly, it may 
1)9 presumed, in order that thoro may 
be BO'called employment for double tbo 
nnmber of appoinieen of the (Colonial 
Office. Truly bus it bocu said that 
•Crown Colonies are mere pasture- 
ground ipr^ /Imperial Ebeep/^ They aro 
BOmeiimes in danger of being over- 
itOL'ked, and the gias.s eaten loo ckaii 
to sprout again. It may bo smd ihuL 
we are not tiealiii(r quite luirly with tho 
new Governor; Uiai iu view of tbe pro- 
bability of immcdiato Confederation, it 
tv as scarcely to be expected that any 
changes would be attempted in a oondi- 
tioo ot things so soon to be compleiely 
levolutionized. Wo wore anxious to 
accept this view as au explanation ; but 
wo a^e not permiiied to do so. The 
official aanoUDcenienl that the Estimates 

are been framed with the strictest ro- 
ard to economy and without tbe slight- 
est view to Confudoraiion, u,nd tho sol- 
emn aud fervid assuranco of tbo 
lieadofeach Depaitmout that to cut 
off a man or a dollar would imperil tbo 
public InteresiB,' forbids' a'view which 
yie would gladly have adopted. Here, 
then, w« find o'lrstlves with tbo same 
all-absorbing, alUcoauuniing Civil List. 
Education must go a-'.iefjyiug, bccaust 
there is no revenue left l.'ao eolony is 
practically cut off from tbt rest of tho 
world, at a time when popula-.ion jg ea-* 
ger to coiiio and when populatio» 
very lile^ becauso the Irouaur) huB 
been drained to pay ollkial salar..g, 
Tbe colony must be conicnt to get iu 
mails by cbunco or by sheer mendicancy, 
because there is no revenue lefc. .. Jitveii 
tbe 'Sister' most, continue to endanger 
life-and property— demands yet moro 
blood, bocu U'.e oiriciaUloni bun uol loii 
money enough to buy powdor with 
whiuh 10 bluat licr. In most instUDcos 
tho settlors must still be I'-'lt to struggle 
ibroogh tangled forest and unbria^^ud 
atreitms, bocanse there is no money icft. 
PoBnibly bis Jisoellency muy doom it 
fitting that a hated CoDHiiiuiion luid a 
deplorable condition should end togeth- 
er ; but tho people natuially fool dis- 
appoiutefl, Tbero is only one remedy, 
and to that lot all addfOSs themselvos. 
But, in accepting Confelleration upon 
fair terms, lot tbe people eeo to it iQai 
tbef do not accept a Conutitutiou tbut 
'Will cheat them out o< all real power 
io control their own local aiffairs.' ' ■
